The Allies were fighting back 
hard. Their recapture of Arras may 
indicate an attempt to blast a path

HELP VOCAL 
GROW WITt! (ii 


By GARRY CLEVELAND MYERS, Ph.D. 


A GOOD vocabulary and success 
are often twins. A good vocabulary 
and a likable personality are also. 
Recent studies have indicated that, 
all else being equal, a person with 
a large vocabulary will get along 
better at school and college and 
will have better success in life than 
the person with a small vocabulary. 
There are plenty of exceptions, of 
course. 

This seems to mean that we par- 
ents can contribute to the success 
of our growing child in his life 
work, to some degree at least, as we 
contribute to the growth of his vo- 
cabulary. Even the person who la- 
bors with his hands may climb \. ith 
the aid of an enlarged vocabulary. 
As a rule, the person who can say 
what he wants to say and make 
others easily understand what he 
means, has a better chance to land 
a job, hold it or win promotion than 
the one who can’t. 


Has Advantage 


In high school, even the elemen- 
tary grades, the child who can se- 
lect the best words to say what he 
wants to say, has the advantage 
over his classmate who may be as 
bright or brighter but more limited 
in vocabulary. In addition to get- 
ting better grades for his efforts, 
the child with the better vocabulary 
can think more clearly, can feel 
more comfortable as he speaks and 
be more likable. 


The growing child gains vocabu- 
lary by mingling with others with 
a good vocabulary. Much of his vo- 
cabulary he acquires from his par- 
ents. Yet, theirs, though they be

It’s the 
youth or adult who reads much 
from good books whose vocabulary 
is wide. 

Let no reader suppose he should 
go around using long words. If he 
is wise, he will not use a long one 
where a short one will do as well. 
He needs a wide range from which 
to choose, so he may employ the 
best word to say just what he 
wishes to say, and make understood 
just what he wishes to have under- 
stood.
